ESSE H i= Peace of this Church of 
England js its health and vi- 
gour. The firſt ſtep ro ob- 
rain ſuch healch, Brethren, 
dearly beloved mm our Lord 
& Saviour C hriſt the Prirce 
'7 of Pcace, 1s the knowledge 
of rhoſle Dilcaſes and the Cauſes of choſe Diſ- 
rempers under which for many years lately paſt 
this ourHoly Mother (che Church of England) 
OB. Fo. hath 
/. 
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hath ſuffered much. She complains nor with- 
out cauſe thar ſhe is deferred of many of her 
Children, and roſs'dioo and fro witha vertigo 
of divers Opinions, and eſpecially rhar in the 
outward ſervice of her Bodyſhe is ill-afe&ed 
by almoſt all her Inferiour Members. This eyil 
diſtemper and habir of our Eccleſizftical Body, 
rook its riſe from ſome Men of uaſound or un- 
ſztled judgments, difordered by a blind, prepo- 
Kerous and raſh zeal for a certain kind of Apo- 
ſolical ſimplicicy or-plainneſfe in Religion, 
who have endeavoured to raife many gronndlefs 
ſuſpicions of Popery, Idolatry, Superſtition, 
and Will- Worſhip amongſt their own Party 
againſt chis Churches from fuch ſuſpicions, as 
roſe mary Scrifes and Controverſies. ' The ſub» 
jc& matter of thoſe Controverſies doth princi- 
pally refer ro ſome excernal Rites (or Cere- 
monies)of our Religion,wbich this oor Church 
eſteemes as neceſſary and agreeable ro rhe Cy- 
ſtomes of the Univerſal Church. Some of theſe 
Church Cuſtornes aud Rires rhe Apoſtles have

Ep. 97. Church, of which St. Baſil and thoſe others 
do make mention. And yet theſe who ſhould 
be children of this Church, do earneſtly ſtrive 
againſt ſuch Cuſtomes ; the cauſes why ſuch 
difſenting brechren do ror keep that peace 
which is convenient for chis Church , may be 
theſe thar follow, 

Firſt, they do negle&, or rather they do nor 
fo rightly-ytiderfſtand that common diſtinRion 
as 0 apply it well, which-every one of the more 
learned doch make, and hath alwayes made be- 
rwixt ſuch things in the external worfhip of 
God which are convenient for a Church nor 
yet fully ſerled, but under :Mi&ion, and ſuch 
other things which are conven'ent for a Church 
already fſeiled, and in a flouriſhing condition

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under Kings her Nurſing-Fathers, and Queens 
ker Nurſing- Mochers. 

S:condly, They do not obſerve that lawful 
Authority which every particular Church dorh 
tighcly exerciſe in making and promulging 
Lawes or Canons concerning thicgs indifferent. 

Thirdly, They do nor fer a right judgement 
and eftimace upon divine and humane Lawes, 
and amongſt humane Lawes, on ſuch as are 
Eccleſiaſtical, civil and common. 

Fourthly, As ro our Ecclefiaſtical Lawes or 
Canons, they take no care to diſtinguiſh be- 
twitt choſe things which are in them contain'd 
expreſly;& hole things, 24H, which by way of 
conſequence wirh the helpof reaſon are deduced 
from them; and chings in the third place, which 
although they are nor exaaly kept or obſerved 
in chis Church , are yer ſowerimes put in 
praQtice as laudable cuſtomes, derived from 
the praRice of the Univerſal Church. 

Fifchly, They do erroneouſly aſperſe this 
Church with an impuration. of Popery, 
becauſe of ſome few Ceremonies, ſeeing Po- 
pery conſiſts more in DoRtine chen in Cere- 
monies : Hence it is char many of our Church 
are extremely offended at ſome few things of 
leffer concernment, in which ic is lawful tor us 
toagree with the Papiſt:, without any fear of 
iatroducing Popery : in the mean cime they 


think nor of many more\{\ubſtantial peinrs of 
B 3 DoRtrine, 
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DoRrine, in which all men, whether called 
Epiſcopal, Presbytertian or Independent, if (0- 
ber and moderate Profeſſors,do unanimouſly a- 
gree in againſt the Papiſts ; whar folly and 


ignorance is it that we ſhould think ill ofa 


party amongſt our ſelves as guilcy of Popery 
for thoſe things in which as things lawfully to 
be praQtiſed , wedo lawfully agree with them 
11 our opinion, aud in our practice. 

Sixthly, Divers men amongſt us. do not 
rightly diſtinguiſh berwixc thoſe things which 
are proper to the Jewsſh Church , and ſuch 
things as are common to Jewes and Chriſtians. 

- Seventhly, Many Teachers of the people 
do fancy to themſelves falſe notions of Idola- 
iry, Superſtition and Will-Worſhip, as if 
all that did preſently ſmell of Idolatry, which 
is not Idolatry, but only an humble ſubmiMon 
of Soul and Body to him who is the Crearor 
of Soul and Body, and due ro him upon this 
account ; and as if thar were ſuperſtition which 
1: nothing elſe but Uniformiry and Decency in 
the external Worſhip of God; and as if that 
deſerved the name of Will- Worſhip, which 
is only a pious Obſervacion of good and whol- 
ſome Eccleſiaſtical Lawes and Cuftomes. 

That a Remedy may now anſwer to the Di- 
ſeaſe, our diſſenting brethren are increated by 
the Prince of Peace our Lord and Saviour |e- 
ſus Chriſt that chey would call co mind,

ſelf, but the Lord, Concerning Marriage we are 
inſtruged of this Apoſtle, chat ro marry or 
abſtaiu are things in xr indifferetu, ard 
2 like 
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like co Cerctaonies, according tothe nature of 
circumſtances perſons, do appear either 
good or ertt, If we leaveour Lord aud Saviour 
and come to his Apoſtles, the great Apoſtle 
rreats largely of ſuch: Meats which were offer- 
ed in Sacrifice unto Idols,in che 14th. Chapter 
ro the Remars, as of thoſe things which in 
themſelves were indifferent eirher to be earen 
or not tO be eaten, propoſing certain rules a- 
bout the uſe of ſuch Meats, and ſuggeſtipg 0+ 
thers to bz obſerved by the Romans, and to be 
more particularly ſearched out upon emergent 
occahions. When he writes to the Corrmmtizans, 
how agrecably to ovr common Law doth he 
ſpeak in 1 Cor, 11. 14. Let all things te 
done decently and in Order , as if hehad almoſt 
faid, 2ccording to the Lawes and Canons of 
your Churches! Moreover, that Apoſtolical 
Counſel in che 18:4. of the As, took care 
thar Lawes ſhould be ſecled concerning things 
iadiferenc, particularly promulging a rule to 
be obſerved throughout the whole Church 
concerning the eating of things ſtrangled, and 
of blood. We may alfo obſerve and look upon 
the practice of St. Paul in x Cor. Ie 34. 
whileſt he ſetles the outward method and ore 
der which was required for rhe adminiſtration 
of the Lords Supper. Let us ceaſe my Bre- 
thren, thoſe complaints which are uſually made 
of the tyranny of rhe Church in this PRE 
uale 
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unleſs we intend to accuſe Chriſt and his A- 
poſtles of ryranny for impoſing Lawes abour 
things indifferent. As for the common. Lawes 
of the Nation, they are nor the ſubje& of a 
diſcourſe for Divines; the Magiſtrate will look 
ro ſee them kepr; and ſo I paſs on to a third 
bead of chis Diſcourſe.

extenc of choſe Edits which are of Divine 
original be ſo obſerved, that the ſacred Scrip- 
cure be nor extended too far, which although ir 
be a ſufficient rule of faith and manners as to 
all choſe things which are neceſſary to Salvati- 
on, yet in thoſe things which are nor fo neceſ- 
ſary, concerning which the Scripture is ſilent, 
of which ſort for the moſt part are indifferene

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Church, uoleſs the' ſufficiency thereof be ex- 


. tended fo faras the very mint-and cummin,ever 


ro be a direQor in things of the leaſt momene 
in Religion, in the very fences of Devotion, in 
the very borders and fringes of Divine Wors- 
ſhip. If in things of a confideration not much 
more weighty, the Biſhvps of the Church for 
Order ſake ;do of their own heads deviſe any 
new-helpes” as they are the Workmen and 
Maſter- buiiders of the' Church, many yourg 
Divines amongſt us' do cry out of ſuperſtition 
and Will-worſhip, therefore differing from 
che mind of cheir Biſhop, becuſe deceiv'd by 
ſome one who is a leader of a parry, given mor= 
ro the ſeeking of tis own glory, then to the 
Churches peace, reading ftourly on before 
the younger fort whom he hath ſeduced, Bur

our S1lvation, In other things we reverence 
and obey our Mother Chnrch whil' ſhe in- 
troducerh Lawes and Canons, and rhat withour 
any danger of Popery. 

The injunRion of Surplices , the comely 
placing of the Lords Table, the uſe of the fign

the loſt ſheep of Iſrael, and to call a Church 
out of them and the Gentiles , by thac Baith 
which was tobe preached unto all the World. 
The Jerrſh Church fign'd our certain principal 
men, as Preſidents of cheir Counce), whoſe 
cflice it was to lay hands in a ſolemn manner on 
all thoſe who were to be admitted into the 
Councel : This ſacred cuſtome of impoſition 
of hands, Chiiſt our high Preiſt lefr to be 
praftic'd by his Apoſtles, that they alſo by 
impoſition of hands in u'e by himſelf firſt; 
ſhould according ro freſh occaſions, and as the 
Government of his Church required, ſeparate 
and conſecrare new Apoſtles and Diſciples for 
his Church. Something of the ſame nature we 
have in che titles of Presbyrers and Elders fo 
call'd by the Apoſtles incheir Writings g as if 
herein they had not been unmindful of imita- 
ritig the names at Jeaſt of che Elders amongſt 
the Jewes, ſo fanced in holy writ. Nor did 
they much differ from the Jewiſh cuſtome in 
thoſe Deacons which they choſe, rhey being 
very like rorke Officers ofthe Jewiſh Treaſury; 
their work and employment was the ſame, in 
caking care for the relieving of che Poor. 

Paſs we on from Perſons ro Things. There 
is no ſmall degree of Analogie betwixt the 
Cuſtomes of the Paſſeover, and the Supper of 
the Lord,and betwixt the waſhing of the Jews

They who charge this 
Church with the impuration of Judaiſm, for 
that harmleſs garmenr of che Surplice, as alſo 
for ſome inſtruments of Muſick which are uſed 
in our Churches , will they alſo charge che 
whole Church of Chrift with Judaiſm,becauſe 
of ſome likeneſs in cuſtomes both in Bapciſme 
and in the Supper of the Lord > Thoſe who 
ſay, that the Lords day is founded upon diviae 
right, and will have it nam'd the Chriſtian 
Sabbach z will they ſuffer themſelves for rhe 
{ame to be charged wich Judaiſm ? Is any ro 
be counted a Papiſt, becauſe he wears rhe ſame 
Cloaths with Papiſts > or 1s any co be eſteem- 
ed a Jew becauſe he uſes the ſame Garments 
which the Jewes do uſe > what more abſurd 
than this > Then ler us ſeparate thoſe things 
which were Þ: Oper to the Jewes, and typical 
of things to come, from ſuch things as are nei- 
ther typical, nor peculiar ro che Jewes, but of 
common uſe boch to the Jewes and Chriſtiane, 
according co the will and pleaſure of thoſe 
whom God hath placed over us ; of which ſore 

are, 
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are, not only the comely Garments now in uſe, 
buc alſo thoſe Muſical Inftrumencs which are 
ſounded in ſuch places wherein i: is convenient. 
In very many things the Chriſtian Church in- 
troduceth not any Cuſtomes of che Jewes, but 
thoſe of her own; in other points of External 
Worſhip which are Ceremonious, being en- 
couraged with defire of Decency, and Orna- 
ment, ſhe brings in uſe many chings which are 
not altogether the ſame with thofe of che Jews, 
and yer without any fear of [udaiſm, they may 
be ſomething like the Jewrſh garbs. 


A ſeventh and laſt parr of chis Parerneſis is 
now to be added ro the former. Our Brethren 
who are to be-call'd back to the peace of this 
Church, have ſet the bounds and limits of Ido- 
latry, Will-Worſhip and Superſticion borh 
falſly and inconſitencly wich themſelves. Thar 
a remedy may be provided for this inconvent- 
ence, wich the ſame charity wherewith I write, 
ler them conſider in whar reſpe&s,rhe Idolatry, 
Superſticion, and Will-Worſhip, whiclr are 
condemned in the Scriprures, do either differ 
or agree. 

Ler-us fee firſt in what reſpe&s chey differ : 
And as to this, by the leave of thoſe eminent 
Divines, who have written aty thing of chele 
matters, I rhink thar Idolatry doth principally 


relate rothe objeR of Divine Worſhip, ſo 
chat 
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thar whacſocver either in thought or deed is 
ſer up ior an Ido], or a falſe objeRt of Vor- 
ſhip by mcn, in rhar they make themſelves 
guilty of Icolatry before Gods T:ibunal, who 
hach ſworn that he wall nor give his Glory to 
another. 

Superſtition as ic is now to be differenced 
from 1dolatry, concerns the manuer of Divine 
Worſhip, ſo that when che Circumſtances, 
Ceremonies, and extern=:1 adjurts of Divine 
Worſhip do grow into a number which is roo 
burdenſome, (as they do amongſt the Papifts) 
and when they are impos'd with ſuch rigcur an4 
niceneſs, that more care is placed in the back 
than in the heart of crue Religion ; and more 
offence is taken it men ſtraine at. a gnat chan if 
ic were at a Camel ; what is this but ſuperſti- 
tion, in the moſt vulgar and moſt obvious ac- 
ceprion thereof ? 

Will-Worſhip doth relate not ſo much tro 
the obje, or the manner,zas ro the rule of Di- 
vine Worſhip ; firſt cherefore che holy Scrip- 
cure; ſecondly the Cuſtome of the Univerſal 
Church ; third!y, the Law of any particular 
Church ; theſe three are the three rules by 
which we are to be directed. 

The Holy Scriprureis arule in thoſe things 
which belong to the (eſe) of Worſhip, and 
are eſſential thereto. As for thoſe things which 
belong tothe #ere eſſe thereof, and to its Or- 
nament,

What \now' remains my 
Brethren to whom I have written, nor as if you 
ſo far differ'd from us as the Papiſts, and yer 
you differ ; what remains I ſay, ſave only thar 
you lay the faults of Idolarry, « Superſtition, 
and Will-VYorſhip. where you' oughe, even 
upon Rome it ſelf. What now remains, to 
hinder you from returning to this our Church, 
ſerled us the midle way.becwixc Barbariſme and 
Superſtition > Ag for any. impedimetns, which 
you have tor here mencioned, - that may hinder: 
yon from returning , we ſee them remov'd al- 
ready. Yield now at laſt of all, that Idolatry, 
Superſticion and Will Worſhip. are mee 
fititious ruines as to this onr.Churchs; VVo!

wich that honour of all good offices which you 
owe unro:her. Know ye now ar laſt, that .che 
marrow of Divine Worfhip in the Br#ttsſb 
Church, and che ſoul thereof, conſiſts in Pray- 
ers, Sermons, and in publick Aſſemblies for 
the Sacrament, taken by ratienal conſequences 
out of the more general rules of che holy Scrip- 
tures. Religious rices and geſtures, and Eccle- 
fiaſtical Habirs (thoſe ſacred fences of Divice 
Worſhip) may be proved eircher from Scrip-+ 
cure,, or from the practice of the Church.
